he sent out to you and that ])erhaps some statement from me would be permitted 
to occupy a few columns of space therein. 1 am very happy, indeed, to send you a 
word or two of greeting and to bring you somewhat up to date on the happenings 
at the school. 1 will address myself especially to those of you who are at a distance 
-and so do not have an opportunity to learn firsthand of what is happening on the 
grounds. 

In the first place, I want to point with pride to the fact that we now have 
twenty-three sons or daughters of former members of the school enrolled as 
members of the school. A list of these pupils with the names of their parents will 
be found elsewhere in this issue. It is great fun to have your children in our 
<'lasses and to have them remind us of their ])arents’ behavior from time to time. 
Sometimes the reminder is not exactly that which T rememl)er about their pro¬ 
genitors when thev were here, hut in any event they are all a vigorous and colorful 
lot. 


'Phere are now sixteen members of the alumni body who are in the teaching 
])rofession. 'I'hrcc of them are holding places on our stafT at the school and are 
doing unusually able and distinctive work in their departments, h^sther Ibichen 
Dese has succeeded to the chair of Latin left vacant by Mrs. Childs^ retirement 
xmd has done brilliant teaching for several years. Virginia 13eane is teaching 
history and English and has distinguished herself as homeroom teacher for the 
tenth grade girls, always a task which requires great tact and sound judgment. 
Dave Howe is now’ House Master at Leicester and teacher of English, as well as 
assisting in the administration. He and his wife are making Leicester Hall a 
•charming home for the six or eight boys who come from away. This arrangement 
seems to be working out exceedingly well, so if any of you know of any boys of 
high school age who might be interested in coming here, please put them in touch 
with us. It is a great pleasure as well as a great benefit to the school to have so many 
of its former students coming back into it to strengthen it and bring us new and 
stimulating ideas. 

We instituted a new policy in athletics this fall by taking an over-night trip 
to Detroit to play the Detroit University School in football and the Grosse Pointe 
Country Day School in field hockey. Doc and Mrs. Anderson chaperoned the trip 
and several other faculty members and I went along. We had a whole day-coach 
to ourselves both ways and stayed in the homes of the various Detroit families 
over night when w’e got there. Although we lost the football game by one touch¬ 
down and tied the hockey game 3 to 3, everyone agreed that the experience of 
meeting contemporaries from another city and of taking a long trip together as a 
group was not only great fun but a delightful and broadening experience as well. 
Later on in the season we ])layed the St. Louis Country Day team and put them 
up in our homes over night. We had better luck in this game and beat them 25 to 
7. After the game the Juniors gave a dance for our guests. Next year we expect 
to go to St. Louis to give them a chance to get revenge on us in return, as Detroit 
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University School will come to us. These out-of-town games have proven to be a 
much better and pleasanter experience for our boys than most of the games in the 
old Private School League; — except those with Latin and Parker, whom we are 
continuing to play outside of the League anyway. 

It has been a great pleasure to welcome Doc Anderson back on duty after 
his sabbatical leave of last year. He is in wonderful form and took active charge 
of coaching the varsity footj3all team this fall, which largely accounts for its success 
and certainly for its fun. I never saw boys enjoy a season more, nor show better 
spirit. Jackie Anderson was one of the stars and was probably the most consistent 
line plunger in the backfield. I know how much the alumni will share with Doc in 
the pleasure it gave him to have Jackie turn out to be a true chip off the old block. 
Doc's greatest enjoyment on his leave seems to have been his visits to various of 
the alumni. Probably the high spot was his visit to Hotchkiss where Bill Fowle 
is Director of Athletics. Doc got a great glow of pride in seeing how well his 
pupil is doing there, for that is one of the greatest and most lasting satisfactions 
in teaching. I hope more of you will try it and see. 

Our Graduate Teachers College of Winnetka is still turning out teachers. 
It, too, is really an alumnus of our school and many of our graduates have attended 
it. Although the lack of teachers in most fields is astounding, I am glad to be able 
to report that our staff is entirely complete and, with stronger personalities than 
ever before. I feel happier about the condition of the school than at any time 
since before the war. Whenever you are in town, be sure to drop in to visit us. 
You will find a most hearty welcome awaiting you.

In an effort to carry through our plan of introducing a series 
of articles concerning the principal organizations zvithin the school, 

Mr. Philip W. Moore has been kind enough to write to us about . 
the functions and activities of the Foundation. We are especially 
grateful to Mr. Moore because very few of us have explicit ideas 
about the ‘'why and wherefore"' of the Foundation. 

Dear Alumni: 

. The North Shore Country Day School was organized in 1919. Three or four 
years later, when it was evident that the School was filling a real need, it was 
incorporated under the Illinois statute as a corporation not for profit. At that 
time some $250,000 was raised by the sale of debentures, the property and build¬ 
ings were purchased, Dunlap was built and the vSchool was put on a basis much 
the same as obtains today. 

The organizers of the School having in mind that sometime through some 
unhap])y circumstance it might cease to function as such, provided that in such 
case the property should pass to a charitable organization rather than to those who 
by accident might at that time be members of the corporation. This charitable 
organization was named the North Shore Country Day School Foundation and it 
was ])rovided that the trustees of the Foundation should administer the property in 
trust for the benefit of the residents of the Village of Winnetka and the North 
Shore generally. The functions of the Foundation then were, very briefly, to insure 
that no individuals should profit through the dissolution of the School and the 
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liquidation of its property and also to act, separate and distinct from the organiza¬ 
tion of the North Shore Country Day School, to receive funds for general endow¬ 
ment. In the first ten or twelve years of the School’s existence much stress was 
laid upon the accumulation of an endowment fund and the Foundation received 
numerous gifts for that purpose. None of them were especially large and today 
their total is a modest one. The income from this fund is used to meet unusual 
situations that may arise. These have been found mostly in the need for aid ta 
members of the staff in emergencies, sometimes in the form of loans that are 
later repaid, more frequently as outright gifts. Each year for some years i)ast the 
Foundation has contributed to the School income by financing scholarships. In 
the past ten years a considerable part of the Foundation’s funds have been used to 
aid the School in meeting some of its financial problems. 

In addition to its general endowment fund, the Foundation has custody of the 
following special funds — 

F. Goddard Cheney Scholarship Fund — which contributes annually toward 
a scholarship in the School. 

Lawrence Howe Fund — which may be used for general purposes and fre¬ 
quently is used to provide aid for some members of the staff. 

Bronze Tablet Fund — income from which may he used for such purposes 
as the trustees may approve. 

Juliet Preston Kumler Memorial Fund — proceeds from this are used entirely 
for the library. 

War Memorial Fund — established in part as a memorial to certain specific 
students who lost their lives in the war and in part as a general fund to- 
provide in the first instance for scholarships for children of former grad¬ 
uates of the School who were in service in World War II. 

Shep Marsh Fund — to be used for general purposes, preferably assistance to 
members of the staff. 

Harriet Patricia Plotkin Fund — both principal and income have been used 
to purchase pictures for the Art Department. 

The affairs of the Foundation are administered by five trustees who hold 
v^^ffice indefinitely. The present incumbents are Messrs. T. Kenneth Boyd, J. F. 
Dammann, Foster Hannaford, Philip W. Moore and Perry Dunlap Smith.

Dear Alumni: 

Back in 1938, the year that watched an umbrella lead a deluded Neville 
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Chamberlain home to London from a world-shattering conference, at Munich, the 
school seemed to me as I first looked at it to be tangling courageously with social 
and educational problems. This last fall for the tenth time I listened at the opening 
Morning Ex while the seniors suggested to the student body that another year of 
op])ortunities lay before them, that student led activities required res])onsible 
particii)ation, that council, library, football, hockey, Piiq), and Mirror would again 
l)e centers of grou]) plan and purpose. And 1 wondered whether we were stuck 
in a rut, or whether we were facing in a limited environment age old problems of 
the world. 

if the walls of the buildings could throw back the sound which has for these 
years been cast at them, much of it would be just sound. For trivia has and does 
mark parts of all our living. One too many or one too few in the eleven o’clock 
basket of buns may now, as in the past, l)e a source of violent friction. But mixed 
with this has been the stuff of knowledge; little bits about verbs and nouns, 
initiation to the mystery of a ratio, electo-magnets created out of bell wire and a 
nail, stories of an ancient tyrant who built a thing of beauty on a Mediterranean 
hill. These in their time lead pn to thoughts on Milton’s concept of a deity, to 
discovering matter as energy, to the revelation of a people’s temper through 
understanding of their language, to the proper scope of the powers of a state. 

But the “late George Apley” was exposed to no less a share of knowledge and 
this learning earned him the right to boast of a collection of bronzes which neither 
he nor the rest of the world cared much about. His schooling helped him not at ajl 
to understand the problems of his personal life or of his world. 

In the years of the school we are an institution come of age by virtue of the 
fact that there has been a constant core, a stubborn persistance in the search for a 
way to share learning with each new class in such a way that this knowledge may 
grow into later wisdom. Particularly the reverberations from the walls would echo 
a long list of steps which were taken in a responsible manner. Unchanged for some 
years is a stage crew responsible for care and opperation of a good deal of equip¬ 
ment vital to the whole school, a committee of students responsible for the proc- 
toring of all high school study halls, and taking responsibility in a similar way 
are the Morning Ex Committee, the Girls’ Athletic Association, the managers’ 
squads, the committees for production of the opera, care of the library, production 
of the vaudeville. While the old time fall festival suffered a pathology which 
ended in death new opportunities appear as in the European Friendship Exchange. 

As the world knows from recent experiences with dictatorship we cannot allow 
irresponsible strength to go unchecked. In schools we cannot allow irresponsibility, 
weak or strong, individual or group, to pass without censure. As the world has 
not yet found a way to curb the agressions of greed without by the same machinary 
imparing seriously the legitimate ends of nations, neither have we at school been 
able to know clearly the degree to which errors in student judgement must be 
countermanded by faculty edict. We have been guided by the conviction, and I 
think justifiably, that an education in a responsible society is more productive of 
individual happiness and group wellbeing than one in which an authority dictates. 
In this sense we have taken a stand on one of the oldest problems of the world. 
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and yet the ridges of our rut obscure the final solution and the tinal effect of our 
stand.

At any rate, we had a general free-for-all, and I might just as well 
have stayed on the side lines for all the good I was. Pillow’s were flying through the 
air, doors were slamming, and in every room there was at least one collapsed bed. 
At one stage of the battle a curly-headed lad saw me, wound up, took another look, 
and backed away with an “Oh, excuse me. Sir.” Not infrequently fathers have 
walked up; wrung my hand and said, “Hi there, young fella. Haven’t seen you in 
a long time.” Others merely want to know what class I’m in. 

At other times teaching actually seems to be productive. Having gone through 
one year of classes, I am finding the w^ork a little lighter, and there seems to be more 
time for extra-curricular activities. One of the things I have been “doing” has been 
Gilbert and Sullivan. Last year Miss RadcliflF and I worked together on The 
Pirates, and I hope that this year we will be able to put on The Gondoliers. I used 
to enjoy no end working on the opera at N.S.C.D.S., but I think it’s even more fun 
to direct. In this position I get to play all the leads. 

And now I’ll wind this up. Many of you probably know that Joe and Dale 
dePeyster and Liz Price are all here in K. C. We would all like to hear from any 
of you.

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Dear Alumni: 


The Dufif family’s visit to Britian during the summer of 1947 was so full ot 
reunions, adventures, and new experiences of all sorts, that a letter can only sketch 
in a few of the highlights. Mrs. Duff and I with Deirdre (now 15) and Steven 
(8) sailed from Montreal on S. S. Cairnvalona, a freighter of some 8,000 tons, 
bound for Newcastle-on-Tyne. The weather was jjerfect, the sea was calm, the 
other six ])assengers were reasonably congenial and the officers and crew most 
friendly. 

It was our first visit to Scotland since 1937, and we were prepared to find 
the elderly relatives very frail and worn after the way they have spent the inter¬ 
vening years. With only one or two exceptions, they are amazingly brisk and 
cheerful, though much thinner, and my father, aged 85, set such a pace that we 
could hardly kee]) up with him. We s])ent the month of July with my father and 
siste«r in a house in the west of Scotland, very handy to the Clyde, where Steven 
delighted his grandfather by displaying not only unlimited enthusiam for the Clyde 
steamers but a surprising knowledge of their history. The beauty of the West Coast 
scenery made a very sharp contrast with the desolation of the bombed areas along 
the upper reaches of the river. 

At the end of July we went to the South of England. First to Salesbury, 
where Mrs. Duff and Deirdre stayed with an Aunt, while Steven and I put up at 
‘‘The Rose and Crown”, built in the fifteenth century, with a garden behind lead¬ 
ing down to the river, beyond which rose the spire of the Cathedral. The weather 
was unbelievably fine, and we made expeditions to Stonehenge and other fascinating 
places. After that we had a week in Dorset, with more side trips, including one to 
Southampton. Not even London’s ruins gave us as great a shock as Southam])ton’s, 
and [ discovered that eyewitness reports and even newsreels had done little to 
prepare me for the actual sight, and after two years of clearing up. 

Our stay in London was short hut exciting. The first day included Madame 
Tussauds’ in the morning, the South Kensington Museum of Science and Industry 
in the afternoon, and in the evening, a memorable performance of “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream” in the Open Air Theatre in Regents’ Park. The following day w^e 
visited the Tower of London, and took a boat trip down the Thames to Greenwich 
and back. 

We returned to Edinburgh in time for the International Festival of Music 
and Drama, and if I start describing that, this issue of the BULLETIN will run 
to several volumes. Here’s what was offered over a period of three weeks: The 
Vienna Philharmonic under Bruno Walter, a French Orchestra, three English and 
two Scottish orchestras; The Flyndebourne 0])era Company in Verdi’s “Macbeth” 
and Mozart’s “Marriage of Figaro”; The Sadler's Wells Ballet in Tchaikowsky’s 
“Sleeping Beauty”; the Old Vic Theatre Company in “Richard” and “The Taming 
of the Shrew”; Le Compagnie Jouvet, with two ])lays; the Jacques Chamber 
Orchestra and a galaxy of quartets, trios, choirs and soloists. At one cc^ncert we 
heard the three Brahms Sonatas for violin and piano, played by Szigeti, Schnabel, 
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Primrose, and Fournier. Owing to financial and transportation difficulties, the 
U. S. was not represented by an orchestra or theatre company, but Eleanor Stel)er 
and John Hrownlee were in the cast of “Figaro”; and Todd Duncan’s recital was 
a great success. The Festival is to he held again next year, and is likely to become 
an annual event. 

We had ex])ected to meet Mary Randall Gilkey (class of ’35) and her husband 
in lulinhurgh, hut various comj)lications arose and we were disa])pointed. 

Deirdre, who had l)een having a whirl all summer, ended her visit in a blaze of 
excitement l)y going to the Royal Artillery liall the night l)efore we left. 

We had a glorious time l)eing there in the summer, as visitors. It’s a different 
story for the British. Don’t let anybody tell you that nol)ody over there is really 
hungry. They’re hungry, they’re tired after the battering they took during the 
war, and the privations they’ve endured since what they refer to as “the outbreak 
of peace”. The diet is inadequate, lacking in variety, lacking in vitamins. House¬ 
wives spend hours standing in line for their rations. There are quite alot of fat 
peoi)le, who grow fat from living almost entirely on bread, tea, and potatoes. But 
two things are apparent to the visitor, the health of the children, who have been 
given the best possible care, and the incredible cheerfulness and kindness of 
everyone to each other as well as to strangers. 

By arrangement with a kind and understanding Headmaster, we were al)le 
to stay until the end of the Festival. On September 20 we sailed on another 
freighter, empty this time, and set out in the teeth of the equinoctial gales. We 
were very unhappy for several days. We arrived in Winnetka after school had 
been going for two weeks. I have almost caught up.

Dear Alumni: 

1 am ])ack at North Shore this year teaching English in the high school, — 
ai\d I’m glad to be back. I am finding that many things I have held in mind alxiut 
this school are still here and are still good. They are the kind of thing with which I 
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have harassed fellow teachers at other schools and have seen in operation at other 
schools rarely or only in part. One of the main ones, and I promise I won't dwell 
on them all, is the idea that some kids do schoolwork because they are interested 
in it, and that any kid may at any time blossom out with an interest in parallel 
lines cut by a transversal or the scansion of iambic pentameter. The importance of 
the recognition of that idea is that teaching is then aimed at the interest, with the 
mark to follow it up, rather than the teaching being aimed first, and sometimes 
solely, at the mark. An adult gets satisfaction, a promotion, or a pay-check; but 
none of those is comparable to the arithmetic mark awarded at the completion of 
each job and waved in the face of school children. 

Other ideas have to do with school life for a child being living rather than just 
a preparation, with the fact that a child’s activity is an experience for him not a per¬ 
formance for adults, and with the belief that a child belongs in a home and can bring 
to school a lot of valuable things from that home daily which more than make up for 
the alleged advantage of having a child under the school’s jurisdiction for the full 
24 hours. 

My wife and I are in charge of Leicester House, the 24 hour supervision for 
the non-Winnetkan boarders. We have eight now and hope to make room for 
several more next year. And here is the commercial: you can put the boarding de¬ 
partment of NSCDS in the front of your mind and be ready to speak for it when 
you hear of distraught parents wondering where to send the young man to school. 
Put them in touch with us and we will supply them with all the arguments for the 
family-like boarding house with all the advantages of a day school. 

And do come around to see us at Leicester.
